‘‘the Kingdm of Cod’s dear Son” can 
meet the issue. 
Pastor Russell’s discourse follows: 


P astor Russell’s H ip p od rom e Address 
“Ask of Me and I will give Thee 
the heathen for 
Thine 
inheritance, 
and the uttermost parts of the earth 
for Thy possession.”— Psalm ii,8. 
The phophetic words, addressed by 
Jehovah to his Son. the Messiah, con­ 
tinually recurred to inv mind as ! 
mingled with and observed tin* peo­ 
ples of India, China. Japan and the 
Philippines during our recent world 
tour. 
Then certain questions came 
beiore my mind, which 
with 
their 
answers I will place before you. 
The first question was, Why do we 
call these people heathen? 
They are 
not Imrbarous, not savages, not law­ 
less people. 
Indeed 
long centuries 
ago. when our forefathers w e:c bar­ 
barians. these had much of the civi­ 
lization which they still retain 
But, 
I said, we call them heathen because 
the Bible so refers to them. 
l>et us 
see how and why the Bible uses this 
term and what is its significance. 
In 
Billie usage the word rendered “hea­ 
then” is the same as is sometimes 
rendered nations and Gentiles. 
For 
centuries it applied to all peoples out­ 
side tho little nation of Israel, be­ 
cause that one nation had entered in­ 
to 
co vena n t -re I a t ion ship 
with 
God, 
and had become His people. His do­ 
minion. 
All the other nations, not thus re­ 
lated to God bv Covenant, were styled 
heathen: all the outside nations w’ere 
aliens, strangers and foreigners from 
the covenants and promises made to 
Israel. 
And this same term continued 
to be applicable after the coming of 
Jesus. 
Even ihough the Gospel favor, 
which was originally offered to the 
.Tews, was later thrown oj>en to Cor­ 
nelius and a ’l Gentiles, or heathens, 
only' those who accepted its terms, 
and came intr covenant-relaConship 
with God through the begetting of the 
Holy Spirit—c Tily these. I s r a e l i s in­ 
deed. are properly reckoned as mem­ 
bers of spiritual Israel, of whom St. 
Peter tells us. “Ye are a royal priest­ 
hood. a holy ration, a peculiar peo­ 
ple.” 
Consequently all others than 
Jews and Spiritual Israelites are hea­ 
thens. whether they live in the Orient 
or the Occident. 
Two Civpizations Contrasted. 
Our second question was. on the 
whole, to what extent is our western 
civilization, 
which 
is 
often 
called 
Christian civilization, superior to that 
of the east ? 
Considerable could lie said in favor 
of each. 
W e who have been accus­ 
tomed from childhood 
to 
western 
methods, customs, dress, etc., pretor 
lur own. but the eastern peoples evi­ 
dently prefer their own, and are loth 
to change to ours. They are, however, 
now passively admitting the superior­ 
ity of ours, in that they are g rid u a ’ly 
adopting our schooling system 
mili­ 
tary system, naval system and voting 
system. 
But in our contrasting the two civi­ 
lizations. are we not apt to forget that 
the very features of our civilization, 
which are now' being accepted p.r 
s u - 
!>erior in the east, are comparatively 
new* to ourselves? 
Where were our 
public schools and compulsory educa­ 
tion a century ago? 
It is only twenty 
years ago that Great Britain adopted 
the present method. 
Where were our 
railroads, which they are now' adopt­ 
ing? 
Let us remember that th^re was 
not a rail in the world, nor a ’oeomo- 
tive. nor a car. a hundred years ago. 
The east is rapidly introducing te­ 
legraphy, the telephone, the wireless 
system, the electric railways; but how' 
long have we had these in the west? 
T^ss than a century—some of them 
for only ten years. 
Viewing the m at­ 
ter from this standpoint should help 
to keep us of the west quite humble 
when we think of and speak of the 
awakening in the east—in China, J a ­ 
pan. etc.

Tt has been generally believed that 
the brilliant plumage exhibited by the 
males of many species of birds during 
spring—that Is. during the mating sea­ 
son—is directly connected with the 
physiological condition of the birds at 
this time, and various theories have 
been formulated to account for the 
facts. Prof. Joseph Grinnell has found 
in the Californian linnet some facts 
that do not agree with the common 
belief. 
In this bird the male presents 
a brilliant red breast and neck during 
the m ating season, whereas In the au­ 
tumn and winter the feathers have a 
dull grayish coloring, with a 
m ere 
suggestion of pink. 
But the bird doeP 
not moult 
(change its feathers) in 
the spring, nor is there new pigment 
formed in the feathers. 
By collecting 
a series of feathers from August, when 
the bird does moult, to the following 
spring, and examining 
these 
care­ 
fully, it was found th at in the new 
feathers the brilliant red is confined 
to a narrow band, which is overlapped 
by the edge of the adjacent feathers. 
The overlapping portions are w'hite 
and brittle. 
During the winter these 
delicate portions are rubbed off and 
lost, so that when the m ating season 
arrives the bird has its brilliant coat. 
Mr. Grinnell emphasizes especially the 
fact that this brilliant coloring is ac­ 
tually produced in the aututnn, after 
the mating season, at a tim e of the 
year when the vitality of the birds is 
supposed to be BX Its lowest ebb.
